This constitutes a final response to your requests in accordance with Title 5, United States 
Code, Section 552 t the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA): 

The first request dated April 11, 2012, was for "a list of all U.S. Army Garrison employee 
salaries, including name and position held and including all contract, military and civilian 
employees from Jan. 1 2011 through current* 

The second request dated June 13, 2012, narrowed your previous request to a list of all U.S. 
Army Garrison Employee salaries located at Fort Detrick, including name and position held and 
including all contract, military and civilian employees from Jan. 1 201 1 through current.'* 

On May 9, 2013, the FOIA Office at the U.S. Army Installation Management Command, 
Fort Sam Houston, TX, referred your request and documents deemed responsive to civilian 
employees and a "No Records Found" certificate for documents pertaining to contractors to this 
office for a Final Release Determination. Your request was assigned case number FA-1 3-0043 
by this office. Responsive documents were not contained in a Privacy Act System of Records; 
therefore, your request was processed under the provisions of the FOIA. 

Your requests regarding military personnel salaries, names and position are under the 
purview of the U.S> Army Human Resources Command and have been referred for their action 
and direct response to you:

Based on the "No Records Found" certificate orovided to this office, I have determined that a 
reasonable search for documents pertaining to contractors was conducted and no documents 
were found. 

I determined that the attached document responsive to civilian personnel can be released 
with certain information withheld pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(6) (hereinafter FOIA Exemption 
6), as implemented by Department of Defense (DoD) Regulation 5400.7-R, Department of 
Defense FOIA Program. 
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F01A Exemption 6 protects information in personnel and medical files, as well as similar files, 
which If disclosed to a requester other than the parson the information is about, would result in a 
clearly unwarranted Invasion of personal privacy. In accordance with this exemption and DoD 
policy, I have weighed the public and privacy interests at stake and determined that the privacy 
interests significantly outweigh any public Interest in third party Personal Identifying Information 
(PII), to include names, phone numbers, and other contact information. As a result, the agency 
withheld all third party PII. However, you did receive all of the non-exempt portions of these 
records, 

I make these determinations pursuant to a de egatiorr of authority by the Initial Denial 
Authority, Assistant G-1 for Civilian Personnel, under Army Regulation 25-55, The Department 
of the Army FOi W Program. You can appeal this decision, in whole or in part, by writing through 
this office to the Secretary of the Army, ATTN: Office of the General Counsel. Any appeal must 
be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this determination letter. The 
envelope containing an appeal should be mailed or furnished to this office at the following 
address:
